II. Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 101

matter. Specifically, the Examiner finds that there are "multiple instances throughout the [claims] 
that positively recite human body parts, which is non-statutory subject matter." Applicants amend 
claims 1 - 7, 11 - 18 and 22 to eliminate all elements that may have been construed as positively 
reciting human body parts, and to address other minor informalities. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 101 be withdrawn..
